Mr. Moore said in part; 
“ It. is 
just beginning to percolate through 
the minds of all classes of people 
that 
wo cannot 
puss through an

ast one and by any magic wand 
or legislation restore normal econo­ 
mic business conditions. 
As early 
as 1920 
following the ravages of 
that war, we were trying to find the 
oad 
back 
to 
business 
normalcy. 
We are still on that pilgrimage. 
“ We are beginning to see that 
we are not 
an 
individual iii our 
operations; 
that, 
the 
problems of 
Brainerd, Fargo, Minneapolis, Clii- 
ugo. and even the United States as 
whole, are not the sole problems 
o come; iii fact they are b ut-tho 
little, dovetailing, problems which, 
if we can solve the major ones, will 
naturally solve themselves. 
"He meet the problems of today as 
acute as they were two years ago. 
I 
think the greatest asset of optimism 
in the world today is the gradual real­ 
ization by the thinking men of all 
ountries that this is a poor time to 
quarrel over little things. 
“We uh a part of the grain produc­ 
tion, which is our major operation in 
this Ninth Federal Reserve District, 
have by the impetus of war built us 
an industrial or 
agricultural 
plant 
which is producing a tremendous sur­ 
plus of raw grains. At Least 150 mil­ 
lion bushels of our 
varied 
grains 
raised in tills district annually must 
br sokl in world markets at a value, 
and for a credit, that we believe in. 
So the international banker as he la­ 
bors on through a seeming haze of 
suspicion, hate, and jealousy, trying 
to 
maintain 
standard 
international 
credit relations, is hut performing in 
a more experienced way the problems 
of Brainerd, Fargo, and 
the 
Ninth 
Federal Reserve District. 
“When tilt* purchasing power and 
the productivity of the millions of 
Europeans art* brought back to nor­ 
mal conditions of 15 years ago; when 
we have established the confidence in 
the currency aud credits of these n a­ 
tions; when we have lifted tho wet 
blanket of debts that must yet be paid 
for DO years then I believe there will 
be little complaint about the price of 
wheat, corn, oats, or barley. 
I have not lived in the northwest 
quito 30 years, hut I ain a confirmed 
optimist in its future. It is inconceiv­ 
able to think what the conditions of 
this world would be if it was not be­ 
lieved by the world that the United 
States is a sort of rock of ages finan­ 
cially speaking; that this little dollar 
of the United States is the ouly in­ 
strument aud the only anchor holding 
the confidence of tho world; when we 
realize it is probably the operation 
and the mechanism of the federal re­ 
serve system, its scientific expansion 
and contraction of credit as needed. 
that is sustaining this confidence and 
parity, then I simply say to you in all 
frankness, that to tamper aud destroy 
it is but the act of ignorance today. 
"I have seen the Northwest pay 
off most of its current debts. 
I have 
read continuously and persistently 
from every source possible, and take 
courage at the increasing stability 
of international finance and politics 
and the spirit of tolerance and good 
will and patience.

Products stock owned by Armour as I 
worthless when his asserts were re­ 
organized after a run of misfortunes 
had reduced his wealth. Armour later

Dairy Specialist Tells of Ways to 
Increase Value 
of Cows 


URGES PROPER FEEDING

Encouraging was the large 
representation of farm ladies. 
Ray Donovan, dairy extension spe­ 
cialist of the University of Minne­ 
sota 
passed 
out 
several 
valuable 
hints to the farm ers towards the 
improvement of their herds and In­ 
creasing the yearly output of but­ 
terfat. 
He showed that cows giving l a " 
pounds of butterfat per year yield 
the farmer about six cents per cow 
per hour for the year and estimated 
that farmers worked approxim ately 
17ti hours per cow (hiring the year. 
He 
then showed that where cows 
received the proper t-cientillc feed­ 
ing and care It was possibly to in­ 
crease the 
butterfat 
production 
to 
450 pounds a year which would bet 
the farmers $1.39 an hour per cow. 
This represented an increase where 
the proper feeding and care was ad ­ 
ministered of about 25 times the pre­ 
vious figure. 
The average butterfat production 
for Crow W ing county us revealed 
by statistics is IOO pounds per cow 
per amini which was considerably 
lower 
than 
tho 
average 
butterfat 
production obtained by the 101 cow- 
testing 
associations 
in 
Minnesota. 
The average production per cow in 
the cow testing associations of tlie- 
state is 280 pounds. 
Using the above figure, Mr. Dono­ 
van stressed the important need ol 
more tov. 
testing associations. 
He 
stated that it was principally up t » 
the farmer to Increase the butterfat 
production, as it wan in bis power 
to 
do 
so 
by 
following 
scientific 
method of feeding, care, and culling 
of non producing cows. 
He set forth the following ways 
to benefit the farmer iu increasing 
butterfat production: 
B y better feeding of the cows and 
placing them on a balanced ration 
sufficient to feed the body and the 
necessary ingredients for the ©ro- 
duetion of sufficient 
quantities of 
butterfat. 
By selection of cows capable os 
production. 
By keeping records of the produc­ 
tion of cows through a cow testing 
association 
and 
culling 
nut

that are boarders. 
Mr. Donovan and \V. A. Billing-;, 
veterinarian of the extension d epart­ 
ment of the University of Minnesota, 
will be the principal speakers at th' 
next meeting.
